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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance are 
considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, as per 
MPEP § 21 1 1 .01 , In re Sneed , 710 F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385 (Fed. Cir. 1983). 
While the prior art of record discloses receiving status data (figure 3 with paragraph 
0037) for at least one element of the system, which represent at least one physical 
state variable (pg. 6, paragraph 0027); representing the status data which have been 
received for the element; representing a circuit diagram, (figures 6 and 7 with pg. 7, 
paragraph 0031 ) which displays, at least for the element, an electrical connection of 
the element to other individual elements in the system; where the representation of the 
status data which have been received for the element occurs(figure 4, paragraph 
0026) in the represented circuit diagram. Furthermore, none of the references of 
record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations 
specified in the independent claims.
